REPORT  of  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Gries,  Deacon. 

I  commenced  officiating  in  Wilkes  and  Suiry  Counties,  by  appoint, 
ment,  the  1st  of  January,  1848.  I  preach  the  1st  and  :3d  Sundays  in 
each  month  at  Wilkesborough,  in  the  morning  to  the  whites,  and  in  the 
evening  to  the  blacks;  and  catechise  the  children  on  Satiuxlny  afternofui. 
'J'he  2d  Sunday,  at  Briar  Creek,  in  Wilkes  County,  I  preach  in  good 
weather  in  a  Crove  near  by,  and  when  the  weather  is  l>ad,  in  a  neigh- 
boring dwelling  house.  The  last  Sunday  in  tfie  month,  I  prench  in  the 
morning  about  3  miles  from  Rockford,  and  in  the  evening  at  Rockford. 
I  have  baptised  14  infants,  (2  white,  12  colored,)  and  2  white  adults. 
There  are  10  communicants,  or  those  ready  to  be  such.  At  Wilkes, 
borough,  the  few  Churchmen  who  are  there  have  raised  1100  dollars 
to  ])uild  a  Church,  which  will,  we  hoj)e,  be  finished  this  year.  This 
lias  mainly  been  done  by  8  families.  There  were,  when  I  canie  here, 
Itiit  y  communicants,  and  they  females.  They  had  commenced  th«' 
subsciiption  belore  1  was  appointed  to  the  station,  and  before  they  had 
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any  hope  of  having  regular  services.  They  have  had  very  little  aid  out 
of  the  place.  On.  the  5th  Sundays,  when  they  occur,  and  at  other  times 
when  I  can  collect  a  congregation,  I  preach  in  other  parts  of  the  coun- 
ties.  VV.  RICHARDS  GRIES.

Resolved,  That  the  3d  Rule  of  Order,  among  those  adopted  by  this 
Convention,  be  altered  so  as  to  read — That  the  "Committee  on  the 
.State  of  the  Church,"  the  "Committee  of  Finance,"  and  the  "Commit- 
tee on  the  Admission  of  New  Congregations,"  each  to  consist  of  five 
persons,  and  a  Committee  to  be  called  the  "Missionary  Committee,"  to 
consist  of  seven  persons,  and  all  Special  Committees,  shall  be  next  ap- 
pointed. 

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  tendered 
to  Thomas  Loring,  Esq.,  for  the  invitation  extended  to  the  members  to 
make  use  of  his  Reading  Room  during  the  Session  of  this  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Josiah  Collins, 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  [)ay  to  each  of  the  Clerical  Delegates 
who  attended  the  last  General  Convention,  the  sucn  of  $50;  and  that 
the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  sum  of  $50  to 
all  Clergymen  who  may  be  appointed  and  attend  as  Delegates  to  the 
General  Convention  of  the  Church  from  this  Diocese.

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Buxton  made  the  following  Report  from  the  Mission- 
ary Committee  for  the  last  year: 

REPORT  of  the  Missionary  Committee, 

The  Missionai-y  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  respecttully  report:  That  they  have  un- 
remittingly endeavored  to  keep  in  view  the  specific  object  to  which 
their  appointment  refers.  This  object,  in  its  nature  as  understood  by 
the  Committee,  is  simply  subsidiary  and  protective  to  the  Bishop  while 
spreading  the  Church  within  his  jurisdiction,  and  with  the  Church,  the 
sacred  treasure,  of  which,  in  the  divine  wisdom,  she  is  at  once  the  de- 
pository  and  the  steward. 

Within  the  last  Conventional  year,  the  extreme  Western  portion  of 
the  Diocese  has  been  realized  by  our  Missionaries.  The  voice  of  these 
Heralds  has  been  heard  through  the  inhabited  pass-ways  of  the  moun- 
tains— on  their  tops  and  beyond  their  Western  swell,  as  well  as  within 
the  Stations  assigned  them.  On  all  sides  round,  pleasing  indications 
are  afforded  of  a  growing  interest  in  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Church 
Edifices  are  springing  up.     Missionary   Contributions   are   on  the  in- 
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crease.  New  Conorpegjitions  have  been  organised.  The  Missionary 
ranks  have  been  effectively  reinforced.  The  Missionaries' themselves 
have  everywhere  been  kindly  received  and  hospitably  entertained. 
Their  mijiistrations  command  respect,  and  through  a  broad  extent  ot 
coutitry  have  led  to  serious  thought  and  appreciation.  Endurance,  in- 
deed, is  the  Missionary's  portion.  To  sufier  in  the  llesh,  is  the  condi- 
tion of  his  calling.  His,  however,  is  the  consolation  to  be  divinely  as- 
sured, that  the  element  he  now  sows  and  often  in  tears,  has  a  tree 
within  it,  destined,  in  due  time,  to  reward  with  precious  fruit,  his  pa- 
tience and  his  toil. 

The  plan  of  Assessment  for  the  support  of  Missions,  recommended 
by  Specia#Committee  and  adopted  by  the  last  Convention,  has  met 
with  tavor  very  generally  on  the  point  of  merit,  and  largely  in  effective 
response  from  the  Congregations.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the 
scale  of  Assessment  then  furnished,  showed  the  maximum  of  funds  re- 
quired, when  the  Field  of  more  immediate  interest  and  of  very  desirable 
occupation,  should  be  fully  invested.  Although  but  a  partial  investment 
of  this  Field  has  as  yet  been  made — still,  in  some  instances  of  Congre- 
gational  liberality,  the  contribution  has  measured  in  amount  the  Assess- 
ment made,  and  in  others  even  exceeded.  Such  instances  of  generous 
and  tjood  feeling  within  the  Diocese,  and  of  cordial  co-operation  with 
the  Bishop  in  his  peculiar  work,  must  be  cheering  to  the  hearts  of  all 
who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  and  the  Church  which  He  purchased  with  his 
blood.  Perish  who  may,  their  parts  and  duties  have  been  most  surely 
kept  and  performed.  No  apparitions  of  men  dying  in  their  sins  shall 
haunt  their  conscience — no  voice  of  blood  crying  from  the  ground,  shall 
disturb  their  repose.  In  other  instances,  the  contribution,  though  short 
of  the  Assessment,  your  Committee  cannot  otherwise  than  believe,  has 
been  cheerfully  made.  But  we  should  all  remember,  that  free  will  unto 
the  Lord,  because  a  grace  of  the  spirit,  is  a  thing  of  culture  and  growth. 
The  Committee  can  entertain  no  doubt,  that  contributions  in  part  now 
so  cheertuily  made,  will,  the  ensuing  year,  as  cheerfully  be  made  in 
whole. 

The  Committee,  with  due  sensibility,  l)eg  leave  to  record  the  recent 
death  of  the  venerable  Miss  Elizabeth  Auld,  the  friend  and  generous 
supporter  of  our  Diocesan  Missions  irom  their  earliest  period  to  the  day 
of  her  death.  In  addition  to  the  example  of  Saintly  piety,  so  highly  ap- 
preciated by  her  friends,  she  has  bequeatlsed  to  the  Diocese  her  just 
sense  of  christian  duty,  by  remembering  the  needy  Church  of  God  in 
the  final  disposition  of  her  affairs.  Her  bequest  of  Five  huridred  dol- 
lars to  the  Missionary  Fund,  is  the  third  tor  this  object  from  within  this 
tiimiiy,  and  will  soon  be  available  for  its  end.

The  Funds  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Committee  during  the  past

lias  been  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  claims  for  services  rendered 
prior  to  the  Convention  of  1847,  and  $205  in  part  payment  of  Salaries 
for  the  present  year — leaving  on  hand  a  balance  of  $1710  14.

On  motion,  the  Report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Mis- 
sionary operations  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion,  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Buxton  was  added  to  that  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  the  subject  of  the  Resolutions  adopted  May  1841, 

,-as  to  the  Relief  of  disa])led  Clergymen   and   the  Widows  and  Orphans 

of  deceased  Clergymen,  reported   as   follows.     Which  Report  was  ac- 

cepted,  and  the  Resolutions  accompanying  the   Report  were  severally 

adopted: 

The  Committee  appointed  under  a  resolution  of  this  Convention,  to 
consider  what  means  are  necessary  to  give  efficiency  to  the  benevolent 
objects  of  the  Resolution  creating  a  Fund  for  the  relief  of  disabled 
ClertJ-ymen,  and  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen, 
beg  leave  to  report, — 

Your  Committee  deem  it  altogether  unnecessary  to  say  one  word  as 
to  the  duty  which  as  Christians  we  owe  to  the  helpless  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  those  who  have  worn  out  their  lives  in  our  service.  'J'he 
fact  that  the  Fund  has  not  been  adequate  to  the  purpose  required,  is  no 
evidence  of  the  want  of  a  proper  appreciation  of  this  duty;  but  only  that 
the  system  heretofore  ad()])ted  has  not  worked  as  well  as  its  originators 
desired  and  intended.  One  of  its  defects  has,  we  learn,  l>een  pointed 
out  by  our  venerated  Bishop,  the  ex-officio  Chairman  of  the  Relief  Com- 
mittee.  [Jis  duties  require  his  absence  from  Raleigh  tor  so  large  a 
portion  of  the  year,  and  his  health  is  so  precarious,  that  he  finds  it  im- 
practicai)le  to  give  that  attention  which  is  required  by  the  resolution  of 
1841.     (See  page  52  of  Journals  of  1847.) 

In  proposing,  therefore,  as  we  shall  do,  to  change  the  Constitution  of 
the  Relief  Committt^p,  we  are  but  carrying  out  the  Bishop's  own  wishes. 

A  brief  review  of  the  operation  oi"  the  system  heretofore  will  show 
the  necessity  of  a  change. 

In  1842,  the  tirst  year  in  which  an  assessment  was  required  and 
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made  for  this  purpose,  only  10  Parishes  and  a  few  individuals,  respond- 
ed to  the  call  for  contributions.     The  sum  collected  was  $295. 

In  1842-3,  11  Parishes  answered  the  call,  by  sending  $190.  And 
it  is  remarkable,  that,  with  the  exception  of  Wilmington,  Fayetteville, 
Hillsborough,  and  Tarborough,  they  are  not  the  same  Parishes  which 
contributed  in  the  preceding  year. 

In  1843-4,  11  Parishes  contributed  $233. 

In  1844-5,  13  Parishes  contributed  $215. 

In  1845-6,  8  Parishes  contributed  $185. 

In  1846-7,  only  7  Parishes  contributed  $133  50. 

In  1847-8,  8  Parishes  have  contributed  $147. 

During  the  year  1846-7,  when  the  fund  dwindled  to  so  small  a  sum,, 
say  $133  50,  and  when  so  few  of  the  Parishes  even  thought  of  the  sub- 
ject at  all,  it  happened,  in  the  Providence  of  God,  that  a  zealous  laborer 
in  His  vineyard  was  called  to  his  reward  above,  leaving  to  us  who  are 
permitted  to  remain  the  care  of  the  partner  of  his  bosom  and  the  sharer 
of  his  toils.  Instead,  however,  of  meeting  this  new  obligation  upon  us, 
we  find  a  lamentable  reduction  of  even  that  which  had  been  theretofore 
offered.  This  appears  to  have  resulted  from  a  want  of  proper  informa- 
tion among  the  Parishes,  and  not,  we  are  sure,  from  a  want  of  will  to 
do  what  the  circumstances  required.  The  Committee  learns,  that  at 
the  last  Convention  the  sum  of  $500  was  appropriated  to  the  two  fami- 
lies who  have  been  left  with  such  high  claims  upon  our  justice.  But 
no  record,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  was  made  of  the  fact,  and  no  call 
made  upon  the  Parishes  to  contribute  the  Fund.  Of  course  the  $500 
has  not  been  paid.  We  learn  trom  the  Treasurer's  Report,  that,  in- 
cluding a  balance  of  $36  on  hand  at  the  last  Convention,  he  has  had, 
applicable  to  this  Fund,  only  $183  during  the  year  1847-8,  and  that  not 
only  has  not  the  $500  been  paid  to  those  to  whom  it  was  pledged  by 
the  last  Convention,  but  that  not  the  half  of  it  would  have  been  paid,  if 
the  Treasurer  had  not  advanced  other  funds  to  meet  a  draft  on  him  by 
the  Bishop. 

The  Committee  is  led  to  believe,  that  this  neglect  arises  from  the 
fact  that  the  subject  of  this  Relief  Fund  does  not  annually  come  up  be- 
fore the  Convention,  like  any  other  business  of  that  body.  And  it  seems 
to  them  that  a  Report,  from  a  Conmiittee  annually  chosen,  would  serve 
to  create  or  to  keep  alive  the  proper  Jnterest  in  the  subject.  They 
therefore  respectfully  propose  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions, 
in  lieu  of  those  of  1841: — 

Resolved^  That  the  resolutions  of  1841,  on  this  subject,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Resolved^  That  a  Committee,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two 
Laymen,  be  annually  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Convention,  to 
be  called  "the  Committee  for  the  relief  of  disabled  Clergymen,  and  of 
the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen,"  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  ascertain  and  report  the  amount  of  money  which  will  probably  be 
wanted  during  the  succeeding  year  for  such  purpose,  to  make  a  definite 
appropriation  in  each  and  every  case  requiring  aid,  and  to  make  a  scale 
of  assessment,  upon  the  Parishes,  proportioned  generally  to  the  existing 
scale  of  assessments  for  Bishop's  Salary  and  Contingent  fund.     Pro-

vided,  that  in  case  there  be  at  any  time  no  proper  objects,  there  shall 
be  no  call  made. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall  be  the  Treasu- 
rer  of  this  Committee,  that  he  receive  the  moneys  contributed  to  this 
J'und,  and  pay  them  out  on  the  receipt  of  the  individuals,  or  their  repre- 
seiitatives,  to  whom  tiie  appropriations  may  have  been  made. 

It  is  not  deemed  within  the  province  of  this  Committee  to  fix  upon 
the  sum  to  be  required  for  the  ensuincr  year,  or  upon  the  objects  to  whom 
it  shall  be  applied,  or  to  form  a  scale  of  assessments.  These  duties  will 
d  evolve  upon  the  Committee  proposed  to  be  appointed,  should  the  Con. 
vention  aj)prove  of  and  adopt  the  above  resolutions. 

Under  the  2d  resolution,  the  Rev.  G.  Benton,  II.  A.  London,  and  E. 
J.  Hale,  were  appointed  the  Committee  at  this  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  R.  R.  Drane,  D.  D.,  the  Convention  adjourned 
to  Saturday  morning,  9  o'clock. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  William  Passmore;  the  Rev. 
J.  R.  Lee  pronouncing  the  Absolution,  reading  the  Lessons  and  the 
Ante-Communion  Service.  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Ferdi- 
iiand  E.  VVhite,  from  16th  chapter  of  the  Gospel  according  to  St.  Luke, 
8th  verse. 

Evening  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Pvev.  A.  F.  Olmsted,  and  a  Sermon 
preached  by  the  Rev.  J.  Blount  Cheshire,  1st  chapter  of  St.  John's 
Gospel,  11th  and  12th  verses. 


Saturday,  May  27. 

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayers  were  said  by  the  President. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

])r.  J.  A.  Guion,  a  Delegate  from  Christ  Church,  Newbern,  appeared 
and  took  his  seat. 

Rev.  L.  Van  Bokkelin,  Rector  of  St.  Timothy's  School,  was  admitted 
to  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  made  the  following  Re- 
jiort,  which  was  approved: 

REPORT  of  the  Commiltee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Your  Conmiittee  are  desirous  of  calling  the  attention  of  the  Clergy 
to  the  manner  of  making  their  reports.  There  is  great  lack  of  uni'- 
loruiity,  and  need  of  specification  in  the  statements.  The  number  of 
families  belonging  to  the  Church,  and  the  number  respectively  of  adult 
and  infant  l)aptisn)s  cannot  be  ascertained  fiom  them,  'i'o  remedy  such 
defects  the  Comnuttee  recommend  that  the.  form  of  the  Tabular  view 
liereto  appended  be  adoj)ted  by  the  Clergy  in  making  their  Parochial 
reports. 
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The  number  of  baptisms,  it  will  be  seen,  exceeds  that  reported  last 
year  by  268.  The  number  of  confirmations  is  only  128,  and  that  of 
the  communicants  is  only  64  more  than  the  number  reported  last  year; 
the  reason  of  which  probably  is  that  the  Divine  Head  of  the  Church 
has  seen  fit  to  deprive  her  of  the  services  of  her  Bishop,  by  his  illness. 
The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  sympathy  with  him  In  this  visi- 
tation of  Providence,  and  trust  that  the  prayers  of  the  members  of  this 
Convention,  and  of  the  whole  Church  in  the  Diocese,  are  united  with 
theirs  for  a  blessing  on  the  means  used  for  the  restoration  of  his  health 
and  strength,  and  tiiat  he  may  be  able  soon  to  resume  those  services 
which  the  Church  so  much  needs. 

The  Committee  observe  that  the  reported  number  of  colored  cate- 
chumens  is  small;  smaller,  they  are  inclined  to  believe,  than  the  real 
number.  The  religious  wants  of  this  part  of  otu'  population  claim 
strongly  the  attention  of  both  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity.  Our  duty  to 
our  servants  is  not  done,  by  baiely  allowing  them  to  receive  some  re- 
ligious instruction  in  whatever  quarter  they  may  choose  to  find  it.  The 
sober  piety  that  is  inspired  by  the  services  of  the  Church, — the  trans, 
forming  and  renewing  power  of  Christ's  sacraments,  conveying  Divitie 
grace  in  and  through  the  ministrations  of  the  Church, — furnish  reasons 
enough  to  induce  every  member  of  it  to  desire  and  endeavor  to  bring 
them  into  the  "one  fdd"  under  the  "one  Shepherd."  And  surely  the 
master,  who  calls  himself  a  Churchman,  falls  far  short  of  his  duty, 
if  he  neglects  to  have  his  servants  duly  baptised,  and  catechised,  and 
trained  in  all  the  methods  of  the  Church,  by  her  appointed  Ministers, 
tor  her  communion.  So  much  he  tnay  do,  for  they  are  especially  en- 
trusted to  him.  So  much  he  must  do,  for  on  what  he  does  depends  the 
salvation  of  their  souls. 

Your  Committee  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  subject  of 
Christian  Education.  An  infidel  theory  has  prevailed,  that  children 
can  not  be  trained  to  piety — that  indeed  they  should  be  lett  to  choose 
their  own  religion,  or  that  at  least  their  secular  education  should  b'C 
dissociated  from  their  religious  training.  Bui  they  are  no  more  at  lib- 
erty to  choose  their  own  religion,  than  to  choose  their  God.  There  is 
one  true  Gospel — one  true  Church.  In  the  principles  of  that  Gospel 
and  that  Church  we  are  bound  to  train  them. 

We  owe  this  to  God.  Re  commands  it.  "Ye  fathers  *  *  *  bring 
them  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord." — Eph.  vi.  4.  ^^  e 
are  bound  to  do  every  thing  fur  the  glory  of  God:  our  children  are 
equally  bound.  'I'heir  education  must  have  this  for  its  end.  The  pri- 
mary  object  of  education  among  christians  should  be,  not  the  mere 
temporal  advancement  of  the  pupil,  but  his  greater  efficiency  in  the 
service  of  God.  It  should  be  sought  not  by  itself,  or  for  itselt',  but  as 
the  instrument  and  auxiliary  of  Religion; — otherwise  the  highest  ac- 
complishments are  thrown  away.  Nay  worse,  they  become  weapons 
tor  evil,  and  thus  render  education  itself  an  evil  rather  than  a  good. 

We  owe  it  to  the  Child:  only  thus  can  we  properly  arm  him  for  the 
warfare  of  the  Cross — for  which  he  was  enlisted  at  his  baptism,  it  is 
a  gross  inconsistency  to  baptise  a  child  and  then  neglect  his  religious 
education — to  consecrate  him  to  God  and  bring  him  up  for  the  Devil. 
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And  this  wo  effectually  do  if  we  only  let  him  alone.  Our  nature  is 
corrupt.  Humanity  untrained  tends  naturally  to  sin  and  error.  Ground 
uncultivated  brings  forth  weeds.  Our  children  must  therefore  be  posi- 
tively trained  in  the  truth  and  Church  of  God.  God  himself  enjoined 
this  duty  upon  Jewish  parents,  and  through  the  Apostle  enjoins  it  now 
upon  us.  It  is  probably  in  great  part  to  enable  us  to  meet  this  respon- 
sibility that  he  has  made  the  characters  of  children  so  plastic,  and  in- 
vested the  parent  with  such  absolute  authority — that  he  may  have  both 
the  power  and  the  right  to  mould  his  child  for  Heaven.  And  l^y  God's 
grace  it  can  be  done.  "Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go  and 
when  he  is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it."  To  a  great  degree  the 
eternal  destinies  of  our  children  are  in  our  hands. 

Your  Committee  are  thorouglily  persuaded  that  the  rising  generation 
can  be  trained  to  piety.  But  to  accomplish  this  end,  Religion  must 
have  the  chief  place  in  all  their  education.  It  should  pervade  every 
department  of  instruction — on  the  week  day  as  well  as  on  Sunday.  The 
child  of  God  should  be  educated  as  God's  child. 

Your  Committee  can  perceive  no  way  in  which  to  effect  this  proper- 
ly except  by  placing  their  secular  education  under  the  control  of  the 
Church.  They  belong  to  her — she  should  see  to  them  daily  and  have 
the  management  of  all  their  education. 

To  this  end  the  establishment  of  daily  schools  under  the  control  of 
the  Church  is  of  the  utmost  importance.  A  complete  system  of  Chris- 
tian Education  should  eml)race — 1st.  Prima?'}/  Schools  in  the  several 
Parishes,  under  the  direction  of  their  Rectors,  in  which  all  the  essen- 
tials of  Christianity  should  be  taught,  together  with  the  ordinary  secular 
branches.  2d.  ///^7t  »SV/ioo/6r  at  proper  distances.  Sd.  Colleges.  4th. 
Theological  Seminaries, — all  under  the  direction  of  the  Church.  Parts 
of  such  a  system  are  beginning  to  appear.  Your  Committee  have 
heard  with  pleasure  of  the  establishment  of  Parochial  Schools  in  seve- 
ral Parishes.  In  addition  to  these,  there  exist  several  religious  semi- 
iiaries  of  a  higher  grade  and  more  general  Diocesan  relations.  Such 
are  St.  Mary's  School  for  Girls,  at  Raleigh;  Trinity  School  for  Boys, 
about  7  miles  from  Raleigh;  and  the  Theological  School  at  Valle  Cru- 
cis.  Of  these,  the  extended  reputation  of  the  first  puts  it  beyond  the 
need  of  vouchers.  Trinity  School,  a  high  school  for  Boys,  has  been 
in  successful  operation  for  nearly  12  months.  It  seems  now  firmly 
established,  and  promises  to  be  of  great  and  permanent  advantage  to 
the  Diocese. 

It  is  understood  that  the  religious  house  at  Valle  Crucis  will  hence- 
forth devote  its  energies  to  the  instruction  of  candidates,  or  those  desir- 
ing  to  become  candidates  for  holy  orders.  The  importance  of  this  in- 
stitution  to  the  Diocese  is  immense,  as  the  nursery  of  a  future  ministry. 
Ii  appears  to  possess  peculiar  advantages  for  this  work,  not  only  in  the 
retirement,  for  the  time  being,  of  its  students  from  the  distractions  of  so- 
ciety, and  the  iiardy  and  useful  discipline  to  which  they  are  inured,  but 
also  in  the  great  economy  with  which  the  work  can  be  conducted — 
your  Committee  being  informed  $50  apiece,  per  annum,  may  be  made 
to  cover  all  necessary  expenses,  excc|)t  those  for  clothing. 

It  has  been  placed  under  the  charge  of  a  highly  capable  presbyter, 
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and  is  supported  in  part  by  the  self-denying  labors  of  a  body  of  young 
men  who  have  literally  left  all  for  Christ.  Still  it  needs  the  fostering 
care  of  the  members  of  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  cannot  conclude  this  portion  of  their  report  without 
an  appeal  to  the  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese  for  their  co-operation  in 
the  cause  of  education  in  the  Church,  and  particularly  for  their  coun- 
tenance, and  prompt,  liberal  and  steady  support  of  these  and  kindred 
institutions  in  tlie  Diocese.  They  are  tor  our  common  interest  and  the 
glory  of  our  common  Lord. 

The  increased  interest  in  the  Diocese,  on  the  subject  of  the  Missions 
of  the  Church,  is  one  of  the  most  encouraging  tokens  in  the  history  of 
the  past  year.  The  ready  welcome  given  to  our  Missionaries,  the 
growing  number  of  those  who  are  willing  to  devote  themselves  to  this 
self  denying  work,  and  the  enlarged  contributions  from  many  quarters 
of  the  Diocese,  indicate  that  this  gi-eat  branch  of  christian  effort  is  gain- 
ing the  affections  of  christian  men  among  us.  Where  such  things  are 
there  is  life,  and  we  may  all  rejoice  in  the  proofs  of  it,  and  take  courage 
for  yet  more  strenuous  labors.

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  hail  wMth  great  satisfaction  the  or- 
ganization of  "Trinity  School,"  and  recognise  it  and  St.  xMary's  School 
as  institutions  invaluable  to  the  cause  of  Education,  on  the  principles  of 
the  Church.  They  heartily  recommend  them  to  the  countenance  and 
suj)port  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Charles  A.  Maison, 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  recognises  the  importance  of  the  es- 
tablishment  of  Parochial  Schools  throughout  the  Diocese,  for  the  pro- 
per  education  of  the  children  of  the  Church. 

On  motion  of  E.  J.  Hale, 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  has  heard  with  lively  satisfaction, 
that  a  few  liberal  friends  of  the  Church,  and  of  its  venerated  Diocesan, 
have  paid  ofi^much  the  larger  portion  of  the  debt  incurred  by  the  latter 
in  the  establishment  of  the  School  at  "Valle  Crucis."  That  we  regard 
this  as  a  subject  of  sincere  congratulation  to  the  Bishop  and  to  the 
Church;  of  new  hope  for  the  future  permanent  utility  of  that  Institution; 
and  of  expectation  that  other  liberal  Churchmen,  who  have  not  yet  con- 
tributed,  will  finish  the  work  now  so  nearly  accomplished. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election,  by  ballot,  of 
the  Standing  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year.  Rev.  R.  S.  Mason, 
D.  D.,  Rev.  Aldert  Smedes,  Rev.  J.  B.  Buxton,  Hon.  John  H.  Bryaji. 
and  John  S.  Eaton,  were  elected. 
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Oh  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Missionary  operations  of  the  Diocese  for  the  year. 
On  countin<T  the  ballots,'  Rev.  J.  B.  Buxton,  Rev.  R.  S.  Mason,  D.  1).. 
John  VV.  Wright,  Chas.  T.  Ilaigh,  and  Chas.  P.  Mallett,  were  elected. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Delegates  to 
the  General  Convention.  Rev.  R.  S.  Mason,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Robert  15. 
Drane,  D.  D.,  Rev.  S.  1.  Johnston,  Rev.  F.  M.  Hubbard,  Josiah  Col- 
lins, John  S.  Eaton,  John  W.  Wright,  and  Hon.  John  H.  Rryan,  were 
elected. 

On  motion,  John  W.  Wright  was  unanimously  elected  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention  for  the  ensuing  year.

The  Select  Coinmittee  on  the  subject  of  the  Missionary  operations 
of  the  Dfocese,  reported  as  fuUows: 

REPORT  of  the  Speciul  Missionary  Committee, 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  general  subject  of  Missions  in  this  Dio- 
cese, and  the  report  of  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee  were  re- 
ferred,  tender  their  congratulations  to  the  Convention  upon  the  happv 
results  of  the  scheme  of  assessments  adopted  at  the  last  Convention. 
The  extent  to  which  the  anticipations  then  expressed  of  the  zeal  and 
liberality  with  which  the  Diocese  would  come  up  to  the  help  of  the  Lord 
in  this  most  interesting  and  important  work  have  been  realised,  though 
they  have  not  been  wholly  met,  is  a  gratifying  evidence  of  the  wisdom 
of  the  measure,  and  its  general  acceptableness;  nor  can  your  Commit, 
tee  doubt  that  the  continuance  of  the  system,  carried  out  in  the  form  of 
weekly  oflejings,  according  to  the  urgent  recorimiendalion  of  our  Bishop, 
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and  enforced  by  the  sentences  from  the  Offertory  and  the  faithful  ei- 
hortations  of  the  Clergy,  will  produce  in  the  ensuing  year  the  full  har- 
vest of  good  fruit  expected  from  it. 

The  Committee  are  aware  that  the  present  is  a  trying  time  in  the 
commercial  world,  in  which  almost  every  man  is  made  to  realise  the 
uncertainty  and  the  fleeting  nature  of  earthly  riches;  still  they  submit, 
that  this  is  not  a  reason  for  withholding  or  diminishing  the  amount  that 
is  due  to  the  offerings  for  God.  On  the  contrary,  they  feel  that  it  is 
His  voice,  which  is  now  lifted  up  in  our  midst,  and  which  calls  us,  as 
individuals,  and  as  a  Church,  to  raise  our  affections  from  the  perishable 
goods  of  this  world  to  those  things  which  are  above,  where  Christ,  our 
glorious  Redeemer,  sitteth  at  the  right  hand  of  God;  to  lay  up  our 
treasures  in  Heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust  doth  corrupt,  and 
where  thieves  do  not  break  through  and  steal — in  a  word,  with  renewed 
consecration  of  ourselves  and  all  that  God  has  given  us,  to  present  our- 
selves and  our  all  to  Him  a  living  sacrifice,  holy  and  acceptable  in  his 
sight,  as  is  our  reasonable  service. 

With  these  views,  your  Committee  earnestly  commend  to  the  Con- 
vention the  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution:

The  Committee  of  Finance,  to  whom  were  referred  the  accounts  of 
John  W.  Wright,  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  beg  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  examined  the  said  accounts,  and  find  them  to  be  correct  and 
fully  sustained  by  the  vouchers.  They  are  also  satisfied  that  all  the 
receipts  are  fully  accounted  for,  and  recommend  that  the  said  accouiits 
be  approved.

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  subject  of  the  Relief  of  disabled 
Clergymen  and  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen,  re- 
ported as  follows: 

REPORT  of  the  Committee  on  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  disabled 
Clergymen  and  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  take  in  consideration  the  Relief  of  dis- 
abled Clergymen  and  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergy- 
men, respectfully  report:  There  are  now  belonging  to  this  Diocese  two 
Widows  of  deceased  Clergymen,  one  of  whom  has  four  children.  In 
endeavoring  to  carry  out  ihe  design  and  spirit  of  the  Church,  by  making 
jirovision  for  the  wants  of  those  within  her  sacred  enclosure,  whose  hus- 
bands and  fathers  have  spent  their  life  in  the  active  service  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  the  Committee  reconmiend  the  following  ap- 
propriations for  the  ensuing  Conventional  year,  viz: — to  one  of  the 
W^idows  above  referred  to  8250,  and  to  the  other  §150,  making  the 
sum  of  $400.  x\nd  with  a  view  to  meet  these  appropriations,  they  re- 
commend for  adoption  the  annexed  scale  of  assessment,  amounting,  ac? 
will  appear,  to  about  $500.  In  recommending  a. scale  of  assessments 
larger  than  the  appropriations,  these  obvious  reasons  have  guided  the 
Committee — first,  it  is  necessary  that  there  be  always  a  surplus  in  the 
'JVeasury  to  meet  any  unforeseen  and  sudden  call  on  the  Treasurer. 
The  Church  should  be  ready  to  respond  at  any  moment  to  lialjilities  of 
this  nature,  and  not  allow  pressing  necessities  to  drive  her  to  the  slow 
discharge  of  duty.  And  no  one  can  tell  how  soon  he  may  be  summoned 
to  put  off  his  armour.  A  second  reason  is,  because  the  contributions 
tor  this  object  have  heretofore  fallen  short  of  what  has  been  appro- 
priated. The  collections  for  this  purpose  handed  in  at  the  present  Con- 
vention will  be  hardly  enough  to  meet  the  deiiciencies  of  the  past  year, 
v.hile  nothing  remains  for  the  year  now  beginning.  And  in  view  of 
this  state  of  things,  the  Committee  feel  it  to  be  their  bounden  duty  to 
recommend  to  the  members  of  this  Convention  immediate  action  when 
they  shall  have  retuined  to  their  several  homes,  and  they  ht)pe  that  the 
greater  part  of  the  assessments  will  be  collected  and  transmitted  to  the 
Treasurer  immediately.  It  seems  but  reasonable  that  the  Church 
should  be  early  served,  that  she  may  have  the  means  of  rendering 
prompt  aid  to  them  who  have  such  strong  claims  to  her  sympathies 
and  compassion. 

Ail  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

So  much  of  the  Resolution  as  fixed  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  next 
Annual  Convention,  was  reconsidered;  the  first  Wednesday  was  strick- 
en out,  and  the  blank  filled  with  the  4th  Wednesday  in  May  1S49. 

No  farther  business  appearing,  the  members  joined  in  singing  four 
verses  of  the  99th  Selection  of  Psalms,  and  after  Prayers,  the  Conven- 
tion adjourned  sme  die.

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  accedes  to,  recognises,  and  adopts, 
the  General  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States, 
and  acknowledges  its  autliority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  IL 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  at  such  time 
and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  next  preceding  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.  Each  regularly* 
ordained  Minister,  of  either  order,  being  settleti  with  a  parocjiial  charge  in  this  State, 
or  being  a  President,  Professor,  or  Instructer  of  youth,  in  any  Seminary  of  Learning 
in  this  State;  or  being  a  Missionary  of  the  Protestant  Epi.scopal  Church,  acting  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
*;eat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention;  provided  he  shall  have  been  actually  and  canon-  ■ 
ically  a  resideut  of  the  State,  or  shall  have  been  a  candidate  for  orders  belonging  to 
this  diocese,  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before  the  Convention. — 
Each  Church  or  Congregation  in  this  Diocese,  which  is  nov,?  a  member,  or  shall  here- 
after be  admitted  a  member  of  this  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Con- 
vention one  or  more  Lay  Delegates,  not  exceeding  four,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry 
or  by  the  Congregation,  from  among  the  members  of  such  Congregation.  Provided 
however,  that  no  one  person  shall  be  the  Delegate  of  more  than  one  Church  or  Con- 
gregation at  the  same  Convention.  Provided  also,  that  this  Article  shall  not  exclude 
from  the  Convention  any  Clergyman  who  is  now  and  shall  continue  to  be  a  resident 
in  this  State,  and  who  is  now  a  member  of  this  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  Prayer,  and  a  Sermon,  which  shall  be  de- 
livered by  some  Clergyman  who  has  been  nominated  by  the  Ecclesiastical  authority 
pf  the  Church. 

ARTICLE  V. 
A  President  shall  be  annually  appointed,  who  shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of  the 
Convention,   except  when  a  liishop  shalll  be   i)resent,   when  he  shall,  cx-officio,  be 
President. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  annually  cho.sen,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceedings,  and  to  give  timely  notice  to  each  Minister  and  \'eslry,  of  the  time 
and  place  of  each  n>eeting  of  the  Convention  in  this  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

A  Standing  Committee,  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  persons,  sliall 
be  annually  chosen  by  ballot.  They  shall  have  power  to  admit  t"andidale.<  for  the 
Ministry,  and  when  tliere  is  not  a  Bishoj),  tht»y  shall  examine  and  pass  on  the  testi- 
monials of  foreign  Clergynien.  They  may  call  sf)ecial  meetings  of  the  Convention; 
and  shall  transact  all  other  business  as  they  are  empowered  to  do  by  the  Conslitulion 
and  Canons  of  the  Ceneral  Convention.  'I'liey  shall  also  have  power  to  till  any  va- 
cancies that  may  occur  in  their  own  body  by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise,  durijig 
tlie  recess  of  the  Annual  Convention. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

A  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Church  shall  at  all  times  be  Clergy- 
men of  this  Diocese;  and  no  Layman  shall  be  appointed  a  member  of  said  Commit- 
tee, except  he  be  a  Communicant  of  the  Episcopal  Churcii. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

In  all  questions  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  when  it  shall  be  required 
by  the  Delegation  of  one  Church  or  Congregation,  or  by  any  one  Clerical  member, 
the  Laity  shall  vote  by  Congregations.  And  when  it  shall  be  so  required,  the  two 
orders  shall  vote  separately,  and  in  the  latter  case,  the  concurrence  of  both  orders 
shall  be  necessary  to  make  a  decision  of  the  Convention.  When  no  such  division  oi 
the  Convention  shall  be  required,  each  member  of  the  Convention,  both  Clerical  and 
Lay,  shall  be  entiled  to  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  the  following  manner: 
The  order  of  the  Clergy  shall  nominate  and  appoint  by  ballot,  some  fit  and  qualified 
Clergyman  for  that  office,  and  if  this  appointment  be  approved  by  the  Lay  order,  he 
shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  In  the  above  mentioned  nomination  and  appoint- 
ment, a  majority  of  each  order  shall  determine  the  choice — provided  that  two-thirds 
of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  votes  be  present;  and  two-thirds  of  all  the  Congregations 
entitled  to  votes  be  represented;  otherwise  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  each  order  shall 
be  necessary  to  determine  the  choice. 

ARTICLE  XL 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  except  by  the  concurrent  votes 
of  two-thirds  of  the  attending  members  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention — 
such  vote  being  taken  in  accordance  with  the  preceding  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Each  Church  or  Congregation  in  this 'Diocese,  which  is  now  a  member  or  shall 
hereafter  be  admitted  a  meinber  of  this  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  by  its 
Vestry,  in  addition  to  those  authorised  by  the  third  Article,  four  Alternate  Delegate>, 
to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  delegation  elect  in  the  order  of  their  election.

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA. 


CANON  I.— Passed  April  1817. 
Of  Presentments. 
Every  trial  of  a  Clergyman  in  this  Church,  for  misbehaviour,  shall  be  on  present- 
ment, made  to  the  Bishop  by  the  Convention,  by  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish  to  which 
the  Clergyman  belongs,  or  by  three  or  more  Presbyters  of  the  Church.     In  every 
presentment  the  charge  or  charges  shall  be  distinctly  specified. 

CANON  II.— Passed  Aprd  1817. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

For  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  three  Presbyters,  who  shall 

be  constituted  a  board  for  trying  the  accu.sed  person.     The  Bishop  shall  fix  the  time 

and  place  of  trial;  of  both  which,  at  least  a  month's  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  party 
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p.ccuBcd;  and  phould  he  neglect  or  refuse  to  att(M)d,  the  trial  shall  proceed.  The  Board 
thus  constituted,  shall  examine  fully,  the  charges  alleged,  and  keep  a  minute  and 
accurate  record  of  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses,  and  of  every  qi\estion  and  proceed- 
ing that  comes  before  them.  No  charge  shall  be  substantiated  on  the  testimony  of 
less  than  two  witnesses.  On  the  examination  of  any  witness,  should  the  accused 
party  require  it,  an  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  administered  by  a  magistrate.  In  all 
questions,  a  unanimous  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  a  decision.  Haying  come  to  a  de- 
cision on  the  charge  or  charges  respectively,  the  Board  shall  communicate  their  de- 
cision to  the  Bishop — and  also,  in  case  they  have  found  the  accused  guilty,  the  sen- 
tence which,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced.  A  certified  copy  of  the  record 
of  their  proceedings  shall  be  laid  before  the  Bishop,  and  his  judgment  in  the  case  bo 
fiaa!. 

CANON  III.— Passed  April  1817. 
Of  the  sentence  to  be  pronounced  upon  a  Clergyman  found  guilty  of  Misbehaviour. 
This  sentence  may  be  admonition,  suspension,  degradation  from  the  ministry,  or 
excommunication;  and  shall  be  pronounced  by  the  Bishop  and  communicated  to  every 
parish  in  the  Diocese. 

CANON  IV.— Passed  April  1819. 
Respecting  the  Call  of  a  Special  Convention. 
When  a  Special  Convention  is  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  in  is- 
suing  the  notifications,  to  specify  therein   the   business  and  purposes  for  whicli  the 
Convention  is  to  be  assembled. 

CANON  v.— Passed  April  1819. 
Concerning  Parochial  Registers  and  Reports. 
In  ord^r  to  give  effect  to  the  40th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1S08,  it  I? 
hereby  required  that  each  Ministtr  of  this  Church  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  the 
Baptisms,  Marriages,  and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  Min- 
istry; specifying  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  the  name  and  time  of  the  birth  of 
the  child  baptised,  with  the  names  of  the  parents,  and  the  nnme  of  the  person  buried, 
and  the  time  when  each  rite  is  performed;  which  register  shall  be  transcribed,  at 
least  once  in  every  month,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  belonging  to  the 
Vestry  of  each  Church.  He  shall  also  keep  a  register  of  the  names  of  the  Commn- 
r.icants  within  lus  care.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Minister  to  report  annually 
to  the  Bishop,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  amount  or  sum  total  of  said 
registers,  and  also  the  amount  of  the  register  of  adults  required  to  be  kept  by  the  a- 
fnresaid  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  together  with  a  written  account  of  the 
state  of  the  Parish.  Which  reports  shall  be  by  the  Bishop  communicated  to  tiio 
Convention,  and  read  in  their  presence,  in  order  to  promote  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  state  nf  tlie  Church;  and  shall  afterwards  be  preserved  by  the  Secretary  among 
tiie  records  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  VI.— Passed  April  1819. 
The  Clergy  required  to  attend  the  Meetings  of  the  Convention. 
Whereas  the  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  at  the  meetings  of  the  Convention, 
is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  interest  of  the  Church,  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined 
oti.then).  At  the  opening  of  each  Convention,  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to 
treats  therein  shall  be  called  over,  the  absentees  noted,  and  at  the  ensuing  Conven- 
tion they  shall  be  called  upon  for  the  reasons  of  their  absence. 

CANON  VII.— Passed  May  1842,  instead  of  the  one  passed  May  1821. 
Of  the  Forming  of  a  Congregation. 
Any  ten  or  more  Adults  may  form  themselves  into  a  Congrogation  of  this  Church, 
and  be  received  ir.to  union  with  this  Convention,  by  consenting  to  be  governed  by 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  these  United  States,  as  set  forth  in 
General  Convention,  and  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Dio- 
cese; by  assuming  a  name  to  designate  such  Congregation;  by  electing  a  Vestry  of 
four  or  more  persons,  not  exceeding  twelve;  and  by  subscribing  the  following  form  of 
Certificate,  to  be  presented  to  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese: 
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Wo,  tlie  undersigned,  beiiin;  assembled  lor  the  purpose  of  forming  ourselves  into  a 
Congregation  of  tlie  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  these  United  States,  do  certify 
that  we  have  consented  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church, 
as  set  forth  in  General  C'onvention,  and  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  tlie 
Church  in  this  Diocese;  that  we  have  assutned  the  name  of  ,  [here  slionld  fol- 
low the  name  und  plaoe,J  and  have  elected  the  followi4ig  persons  Vestryusen,  to-wit:

CANON  VIII.— Passed  May  1824. 
Respecting  Annual  Contributions. 
An  annual  contribution  shall  be  made  by  each  Congregation  in  this  Diocese,  to 
defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Bishop's  visitations,  and  the  contingent  charges 
of  the  Convention,  and  likewise  to  furnish  our  quotato  the  contingent  expenses  of 
the  General  ('onvention,  which  sums  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Con- 
vention as  they  siiall  be  received. 

CANON  IX.— Passed  May  1824. 
Respecting  the  Bishop's  authority  to  change  the  place  of  holding  the  Convention. 
In  all  cases  where  a  contagious  disease,  or  any  other  sufficient  cause,  shall  render  it 
necessary,  the  Bishop  may  change  the  place  of  meeting  appointed  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  X.— Passed  April  1625. 
To  appoint  a  Treasurer  and  to  prescribe  his  Duties. 
A  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall  be  appointed  annually.  He  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  th&  Convention,  and  shall  render  to  the  Conven- 
tion an  annual  account  of  all  moneys  so  entrusted  to  him.  The  said  Treasurer  shall, 
ex-officio,  receive  all  money  fjom  the  Trustees  or  General  Agent  of  the  Fund  for 
the  Episcopate  as  it  may  be  collected,  and  vest  the  same,  and  all  interest  and  divi- 
dends thereon,  in  the  Capital  Stocks  of  some  one  of  the  Banks  of  the  State. 

CANON  XL— Passed  May  1827. 

Authorising  the  Treasurer  to  invest  the  Money  belonging  to  the  Cunveniion. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall,  from  time  to  time,  invest  in  stock,  or  put 

out  to  interest  on  good  security,  as  he  may  deem  most  advantageous,  all  moneys  in 

the  Treasury  not  especially  appropriated;  and  all   sums  received  for  the  use  of  the 

Episcopate. 

CANON  XII.— Passed  May  1830. 
Pointing  out  the  Additional  Duties  of  the  Secretary. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  preserve  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the 
Convention,  during  its  Sessions,  six  copies  of  the  Constitution  anrl  Canons  of  this 
Church;  and  each  year  to  preserve  for  the  same  purpose,  six  copies  of  the  printed 
Journals  of  Convention.  I'iiese  papers  tlie  Secretary  shall  cause  to  be  pre.se iit  at 
each  Convention. 

CxVNON  XI  [I.— Passed  May  1830. 
071  the  Election  of  a  Bishop. 
The  Lay  Delegates  of  no  Congregation  which  is  formed  after  a  vacancy  has  oc- 
curred in  the  office  of  Bishop,  by  death  or  otlierwise,  shall  vote  in  the  election  of  tlie 
next  successor  in  the  office,  or  upon  any  question  touching  such  election. 

CANON  XIV.— Passed  May  1841. 

Relating  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  hold  meetings 

for  the  transaction  of  business  at  every  Convention  of  the  Diocese;  and  this  Canon  is 

hereby  declared  to  be  due  notice  to   each  member  of  tlie   same,  to  assemble  at  the 

time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  each  Annual  Convention. 
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Adopted  at  %'arioiis  Sittings  of  tlic  Coiiveutioii. 


Resolved,  That  with  the  consent  of  his  Vestry,  it  be  the  duty  of  every  settled 
Clergyman,  not  having  more  than  two  Congregations  in  liis  Parochial  Cure,  lo  de- 
vote  one  Sunday  in  every  three  months  to  Missionary  labor,  and  that  the  Bishop  have 
the  power  of  regulating  the  time  and  place  of  service. — [Adopted  May  1832.] 

Resolved,  That  the  Vestries  of  such  Churches  in  this  Diocese  as  may  be  destitute 
of  (Mergymen,  be  requested  to  forward  to  the  Secretary,  at  least  one  month  before 
the  meeting  of  every  Annual  Convention,  a  report  of  the  state  and  condition  of  said 
Churches. — [Adopted  June  1835.] 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  annex  to  his  Report,  the  lif:t  of  those 
Congregations  which  have  failed  or  may  hereafter  fail  to  pay  the  sums  assessed  for 
the  Bisliop's  Salary  and  Contingent  Fund,  in  the  hope,  that  iij)on  such  deficiency 
being  brought  to  their  notice,  they  may  transmit  the  same  promptly. — [Adopted  Maij 
1836.] 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  every  Clergyman,  to  procure  annually  the 
sum  of  at  least  Five  Dollars,  in  money  or  books,  for  the  increase  of  said  Library. 

Resolved,  That  each  Clergyman  present  the  Librarian  with  a  list  of  the  Books  in 
his  own  or  his  Parish  Library,  so  that  unnecessary  duplicates  may  not  be  purcJiased, 
and  that  each  may  know  where  to  apply  for  any  needed  set  of  books. — [Adopted 
May  1841.] 

Resolved,  That  in  addition  to  the  other  Standing  Committees,  there  sliall  be  one 
appointed  at  each  Convention,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New 
Congregations. — [Adopted  May  1842. 

Resolved,  That  every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  having  a  Parochial  Cure,  bo 
hereby  enjoined  to  pre.ss  upon  his  Congregation,  in  a  public  discourse  at  least  oncf 
a  year,  the  high  obligations  under  which  we  lie  to  contribute  from  our  means,  on  the 
principle  of  Systematic  Charity,  as  recommended  by  tlje  Bishop  and  adopted  by  tlie 
Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  each  Clergyman  having  a  Parochial  Cure,  or,  where  there  is  no 
Clergyman,  the  Wardens  of  a  Parish,  be  requested  to  transmit  quarterly,  to  the 
Treasurer,  the  amount  collected  up  to  that  time  for  Missionary  operations, — [Adopt- 
ed May  1844.] 

Resolved,  That  hereafter,  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  Reso- 
hitions  of  Conventions  continuing  in  force,  with  the  Rules  of  Order,  shall  be  printed 
as  an  Appendix  to  the  Journals  of  each  sitting  of  the  Convention. — [Adopted  Mm/ 
1344.] 

Whereas,  the  General  Convention  of  1844  enacted  a  Canon,  allowing  to  each 
Piisliop,  under  certain  limitations  and  restrictions,  a  due  discretion  in  the  calling,  trial, 
and  examination  of  Deacons,  whenever  lie  should  be  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Con- 
vention of  his  Diocese:  Therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  does  hereby  request  the  Bisliop  of  this  Diocese  to 
use  the  discretion  allowed  in  said  Canon,  so  far  as  may  seem  to  him  for  tlie  glory  of 
Cod  and  the  good  of  his  Church. — [Adopted  May  ]^4it.] 

Resolved  by  the  Convention  of  the  Pyotestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina,  That  the  Right  Rev.  Levi  S.  Ives,  together  with  two  Laymen, 
to  be  chosed  by  ballot,  be  and  hereby  are  appointed  Trustees  for  said  Church,  to  re- 
ceive donations,  and  to  purchase,  take,  and  hold  projicrty,  real  and  personal,  in  tru^L 
for  said  Church:  pursuant  to  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  jSorth 
Carolina,  ratified  the  eighth  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1843,  and  entitled  an  Act  lo  a- 
inend  the  Revised  Statutes,  entitled  Religious  Societies. — [Adopted  May  184.').] 

Resolved,  That  the  Form  of  Parocliial  Reports  be  hereafter  printed  with  the  Jour- 
nals, and  that  the  Clergy  be  requested  to  conform  to  the  same  in  tJKMr  Reports. — [-1- 
dopted  May  184G.] 
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Resolved,  That  liereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  each  Vestry,  to 
traiisniit  to  the  Minister  of  tlie  Parish  where  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
may  sit,  a  certificate  of  the  election  of  the  Delegates  to  said  Convention;  and  also  to 
furnish  a  duplicate  of  said  certificate  to  some  one  of  said  Delegates,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  hand  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in  time  for  proper  ac- 
tion thereon. — [Adopted  May  1847.] 

Resolved,  That  the  resolutions  of  1841,  on  the  subject  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief 
of  Disabled  Clergymen  and  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  repealed. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen,  be 
annually  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Convention,  to  be  called  "the  Committee 
for  the  relief  of  disabled  Clergymen,  and  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased 
i_"lergymen,"  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  ascertain  and  report  the  amount  of  money 
which  will  probably  be  wanted  during  the  succeeding  year  for  such  purpose,  to  make 
a  definite, appropriation  in  each  and  every  case  requiring  aid,  and  to  make  a  scale  of 
assessment,  upon  the  Parishes,  proportioned  generally  to  the  existing  scale  of  assess- 
ments for  Bishop's  Salury  and  Contingent  fund.  Provided,  that  in  case  there  be  at 
any  tiiDe  no  proper  objects,  there  shall  be  no  call  made. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  this 
Committee,  that  he  receive  the  moneys  contributed  to  this  Fund,  and  pay  them  out 
on  the  receipt  of  the  individuals,  or  their  representatives,  to  whom  the  appropriations 
may  have  been  made. — [Adopted  May  1848.] 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  sum  of  $51) 
to  all  Clergymen  who  may  be  appointed  and  attend  as-  Delegates  to  the  General 
Convention  of  the  Church  from  this  Diocese. — [Adopted  May  1848.]

10.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or 
shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

11.  Every  member  who  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  speak  in  any  debate,  shall, 
with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  and  confine  himsself  strictly  to  the 
point  in  debate. 

12.  No  motion  shall  be  debated,  or  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Convention, 
unless  seconded;  and,  if  required,  reduced  to  writing  and  read  by  the  Secretary. 

13.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be  made  except 
to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  to  postpone  it;  a  motion  to  adjourn,  however,  shall 
always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  question  on  amendment 
must  be  decided  before  the  original  motion. 

14.  A  question  once  decided,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Convention,  and 
not  be  drawn  again  into  debate,  except  with  the  consent  of  two- thirds  of  the  Con- 
vention: Provided  always,  that  any  member  of  the  Convention  voting  in  favor  of 
any  resolution,  may,  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  is  taken,  move  a  reconside- 
ration of  said  vote. 

1.3.  No  member  shall  be  absent  from  the  Sessions  of  the  Convention,  unless  he 
Iiave  leave,  or  be  from  sickness  unable  to  attend. 

16.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his  seat  unlij 
*.'.e  President  leaves  the  Chair.
